policy of the United States, and add­ 
ed that exemption for American ships 
not only was “mistaken economic pol­ 
icy, but in contravention of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty.” 
”1 shall not know how to deal with 
other matters of even greater delica­ 
cy, and nearer consequence, if you 
do not grant it to me in ungrudging 
measure,” said the president.

Q.— What is tho meaning of I Corin­ 
thians 15:22, "As in Adam all die, ever 
so in Christ shall all be made alive?” 
(D. N.) 
Answer.—As the entire reign of sin 
m«l death came, through Adam s dis 
>bedience u]>oii the whole world, so 
he entire release from the curse will 
•ohio to every member of the race 
brough Jcsuk The broad basis foi 
bis work bas already been laid iii tin*, 
death of Jesus. “Christ died for oui 
sins, according to the scriptures” (I 
L’orihtliians 15:3). Jesus Christ, by the 
.trace of God, tasted death for'every 
nan. “Ile is the propitiation for out 
dos and not for ours only, but also for 
lie sins of the whole world'* (I John 
2:2). 
As all the race were involved in 
he death sentence, the one redemptive 
work was all that was necessary for 
rho releasing of nil. In God’s arrange 
incut Ile lins divided the redeemed into 
two groat classes, both of which will 
ittaiu everlasting life. One class will 
receive it on the spiritual or heavenly 
plane, w hile the other will get it on 
the earthly plane. This does not sig 
riify universalism, for while these two 
classes are to lie saved, the Bible dis 
tinctly tells of some who will receive 
the grace of God iii vain. and die the 
second death (Revelation 21:8). 
A 
better translation o f your text is: “As 
all in Adam die, even so all in Christ 
shall lie made alive.” The world now 
dies because children of Adam; such 
as receive life w ill get it because of be 
coming related to Jesus. 


Q.—Is it proper to have a creed; 
(K. E.) 
Answer.—One could not bo a Chris 
tian without a creed. 
When a persoi 
says that lie bas no creed he usually 
merely means that he has no written 
creed aside from the Bible. 
For the 
sake of convenience many Christians 
accept some short statem ent of what 
they consider to lie the teachings ot 
the Billie. 
M anifestly all such creed.* 
sIiouId bo very elastic and tile mind 
prepared to change or drop them en 
tirely should they at any time be found 
out of harmony with the Bible. 
Inas­ 
much as the light of divine truth is 
progressive (Froverlis 4:18) no creed 
could be expected to last long. 
The 
creed of every disciple of Christ is tin 
Bible and w hatever other statem ents 
of belief he may give assent to must 
have been proven to his own mind to 
be founded oil this “sure foundation.’* 
To gat lier our forces around inflexible 
standards would be an exjiensive m is­ 
take, for the few great truths which 
we have gathered from the rubbish 
heaps of the dark past are only a few 
of the many lost centuries ago. Special 
features of truth are constantly be­ 
coming due. Of these we would be en­ 
tirely deprived. God's Word is a great 
storehouse of food for hungry pilgrims 
on the shining pathway. There is milk 
for babes, and strong meat for those 
more developed ti Peter 2:2; Hebrews 
5:14); and not only so, but it contains

Practically every' government in this 
country, loc^l. state or national, has 
what is known as a conscience fund. 
Contributions are continually being re­ 
ceived for this fund from unknown 
sources. 
They dribble in day after 
day, sometimes in amounts of a few 
cents and sometimes in suras of sub­ 
stantial proportions. 
Each contribution means that some 
person has found the memory of dis­ 
honesty so troublesome that he goes 
to considerable trouble to get rid of 
it. 
Of course, those who make resti­ 
tution a4e probably far fewer than 
those who have taken "what does not 
belong to them and escaped detec 
tiou. 
The conscience fund is an il­ 
lustration of the wray in w hich a guil­ 
ty memory must interfere with effici- 
>ncy. 
A memory which is what a distin­ 
guished psychologist has called “in­ 
growing” takes the mind off other 
subjects at great expense to the life. 
The ingrowing memory gradually be­ 
comes the central thought of the mind, 
and the mental power is paralyzed. A 
bad censcience uas often cost men 
their positions, simply because it di­ 
verts them from the duties assigned 
to them.
